nexation will bring an actual saving 
to home owners. 

The committee said that the Men- 
lo Park tax rate would be $25 on a 
typical home assessed at $2000. 
However, a $4.52 lighting district 
tax would be eliminated under an- 
nexation, and an expected tax of 
@10 for the projected police district 
would be averted, making a net 
increase. of $10.48 in taxes. This, 
the committee pointed out, would 
be more than offset by an annual 
xeduction of about $20 in utility bills 
by reason of inclusion in Menlo 
Park, making a net saving of $9.52. 

Exemptions given veterans would 
result in an even greater saving, the 
committee said. . 

The group also contended that 
etter community services would re- 
sult from annexation, including 24- 
hour police protection, municipal 
street maintenance, improved street 
lighting and use of the city’s re- 
creation facilities. 

The committee added that Belle 
Haven will have immediate repre- 
sentation on the Menlo Park plan- 
ning and recreation commissions 
if-annexation is approved, and re- 
presentation on the city council aft- 
er one year—the length of residence 
required by law for a councilman. 

On the other hand, a residents 
committee opposing annexation con- 
tended’ that “just more unnecessary 
taxes” would result from joining 
Menlo Park. 

The group urged registered voters 
residing on the U. S. Veterans hos- 
pital reservation and at St. Pat- 
rick’s seminary to refrain entirely 
from voting today. A spokesman 
for the committee, William J. Gow- 

e2ns: said that residents of these tax- 
exempt properties would not bene- 
fit from annexation. 

The committee contended that 
should a police district be estab- 
lished, with a resultant new tax 
levy, it would be cheaper than Men- 
lo Park city taxes.

3. The claim number that will be 
assigned will afford a speedy identi- 
fication in all future dealings the 
veteran has with the VA. 

4. The different types of certifi- 
cates issued as stop gap measures 
tc speed certification for training 
following the rapid demobilization 
of the armed forces will be elimin- 
ated and replaced with a single 
standard form used throughout the 
country. 

5. The new certificates will be ac- 
cepted by schools and VA without 
question. Old certificates are not 
acceptable until verified. 

The veterans service office in the 
Courthouse, Redwood City, will be 
glad to assist veterans desiring to 
replace their old certificates with 
the new type, Granger said. _

ANNEXATION DECISION TODAY 


Residents of the Belle Haven area go to the polls today to 
vote on the question of annexation to Menlo Park. The special 
election has created an unusual amount of interest and the 
issue has resulted in organized campaigns both for and against 
the proposal. 

-Arguments of both sides have been well publicized and 
there is no need to review them at this time. The RECORDER 
has supported annexation because it feels that inclusion of 
the area would be mutually advantageous. For Belle Haven, 
it would mean muncipal services not now available and a re- 
duction in utility rates. For Menlo Park businessmen, it would 
mean new potentialities for customers, especially when direct 
bus service is arranged. 

Outcome of today’s election will determine whether Sub- 
urban Park residents will vote on annexation Jan. 19. If Belle 
Haven rejects the proposal, there will be no Suburban Park 
election, since annexation of Belle Haven is necessary to pro- 
vide a contiguous area. 

The RECORDER sincerely hopes that when the votes are 
counted and results made known tomorrow, the folks in Belle 
Haven have decided to ‘’come in,’’ and thereby show the way 
to Suburban Park. 


LET THE DIMES ROLL IN 


In times of disaster, Americans always have given gen- 
erously in their neighborly spirit to ease the suffering of those 
affected. Fires, floods, earthquakes all: have brought forth 
outpourings of financial aid. 

Disaster can take other forms. One of these is epidemic 
disease. In the last 12 months, the nation has undergone the 
worst outbreak of infantile paralysis since 1916 and, in Cali- 
fornia, the number of polio victims exceeded any previous an- 
nual toll for this state. 

Consequently, there has been a terrific demand on re- 
sources of the National Foundation for Infatile Paralysis, which 
is Opening its annual campaign for funds. The official cam- 
paign dates are Jan. 14 through 31. 

The foundation’s treasury is close to depletion because of 
the 1948 epidemic. Californians have the opportunity to help 
replenish that treasury through the contribution of dimes. 
Should the drive fail . . . and sometimes they do fail . . . the 
lives of many victims may be forfeited. 

T. J. Hallinan, campaign chairman for San Mateo county, 
said that appeals for physical therapists and nurses poured 
into the foundation’s offices last year. 

“Despite the acute shortage of these professional persons, 
the need was met although the national foundation and its 
chapters were hard-pressed to supply the demand due to the 
extremely high case-load of patients,’ Hallinan said. At the 
peak of the outbreak, he pointed out, the foundation with co- 
operation of other groups was able to put into the field some 
200 therapists and 1500 nurses, many of them in California. 

If the foundation can perform such a tremendous task 
under difficulties, it should be easy for Californians to show 
their appreciation by the contribution of dimes. The giving 
of dimes is the only financial support of the foundation, and 
the method of contribution is as simple and ‘‘painless’’ a means 
as ever has been devised.
